PULITZER PRIZE PLAY, “THE OLD 
MAID,” AT CAPE PLAYHOUSE 
NEXT WEEK 


“The Old Maid,’ famous Pulitzer 
prize drama, written by Zoe Akins from 
the celebrated novelette of the same 
name by Edith Wharton, will be the at- 
traction at the Cape Playhouse for the 
week beginning Monday, August 10. 


Beth Merrill who attained stardom un- 
der David Belasco’s management shortly 
before the death of the great producer, 
will play “Delia Lovell.” Katharine War- 
ren, acclaimed throughout the English- 
speaking world for her brilliant per- 
formance as “Roxane” opposite Walter 
Hampden in “Cyrano de Bergerac”, will 
have the difficult role of ‘Charlotte 
Lovell.” The distinguished cast whom 
Raymond Moore has chosen for “The 
Old Maid” also includes Marjorie Lord 
and Alex Courtney who appeared in the 
original company, and Dorothy Black- 
burn, Dudley Hawley, and Otto Hulett. 


The success of “The Old Maid” has 
been indeed remarkable. It scored a 
run of 305 performances at the Empire 
Theatre, New York, playing there last 
summer to standing room only even on 
the hottest days. While still attracting 
capacity audiences there, the drama was 
sent on tour, which proved a most tri- 
umphant one, playing 80 cities in 31 
states. This tour, with the exception of 
the 1934-35 tour of “The Green Pastures,” 
was the most extensive undertaken by 
any show in the past 20 years. In length 
it exceeded even the tour of Miss Kath- 
arine Cornell who in 1933-34 visited 74 
cities with ‘‘The Barretts of Wimpole 
Street.” 


During its long New York run, “The 
Old Maid” was awarded the Pulitzer 
prize, joining the select group of prev- 
ious prize-winning plays that includes, 
“Strange Interlude,’ “Of Thee I Sing,” 
“The Green Pastures,” “Street Scene,” 
“They Knew What They Wanted,” 
“Anna Christie,’ ‘“Icebound.” The will 
of Joseph Pulitzer dated April 16, 1904, 
states that the Pulitzer prize is to be 
“an annual award for the original Amer- 
ican play which shall best represent the 
educational value and power of the 
stage in raising the standard of good 
morals, good taste, and good manners.”

Honors and decorations have come to 
Walter Hampden from many universities 
and institutions. For his “Cyrano,” the 
Alliance Francaise presented him with 
its silver medal for service to the cause 
of French literature and drama. The 
National Institute of Social Sciences 
awarded him its gold medal for distin- 
guished public service in presentation of 
the classics. The American Academy of 
Arts and Letters awarded him its first 
gold medal for the purity of his diction 
and quality of his speech on the stage. 
He received from Williams College t he 
konorary degree of Master of Arts and 
from Brown University the honorary de- 
gree of Doctor of Letters. Yale Univer- 
sity awarded him an honorary Master 
of Arts degree and Syracuse University 
the degree of Doctor of Letters. An hon- 
or which he treasures above all others 
is the presidency of the Players Club, 
founded by Edwin Booth and which has 
had but four presidents: Edwin Booth, 
Joseph Jefferson, John Drew and now 
Walter Hampden.
